The passage of the lottery bill 
by a vote of 6G to 29, shows how strong 
is the infiuenoe of bribe!y in that state. 
This is one of the boldest pieces of 
legislation ever Known in this country, 
0 m odeling the condition of the publio 
mind on the ques’ion of lotteries. 
The passage of this lottery bill shows 
bow tremendous is the power of money 
when used in the nature of bribes. “By 
dint of extraordinary pressure, the men­ 
acing advice of almost the entire prats of 
the state, open aid unblushing bribery, 
and the shameless and bulldozing tac­ 
tics of the powerful lottery lobby the 
bill has been forced through the boose.'’ 
It is said that the senate has likewise 
been bribed, and the vote of that body 
on a concurrence is sure in hand. 
The 
bill will pass both houses, and cannot be 
vetoed by the governor. 
The question 
of a renewal of the charier f >r a t*rm o f 
twenty-five years, will be voted on next 
April, and the white population of the 
state beiog almost unanimously for the 
lottery, the bill will become a law with­ 
out much doubt. 
It woald seem that there shoul I be 
some plan by which the vampires of 
Louisiana should be headed off. 
There 
is only one way to do it. Congress ha* 
the power to do that 
thing. 
Congrtss 
can enact a law that the postoffice de­ 
partment shall have noihiag to do with 
trasmittiog through the mails any docu­ 
ments, advertH e r n i a t e , and to or, for 
tile benefit of the lottery.

Bills providing for these meas­ 
ures are before congress, but whether 
that body has the moral courage to pass 
any one of them remains to be seen.

remove any trace of alkail from thorn, 
which is necessary for a good dye.
